Surnames were first used in France, 
becoming general there during the tat¬ 
ter part of tbe tenth or the fore part of 
tbe eleventh century. They were used 
hereditarily to some extent, however, 
prior to that time. They were Intro¬ 
duced Into England at tbe Norman 
conquest In tbe year lOGtl, but It re¬ 
quired two or three centuries to estab¬ 
lish tbe body of owr nomenclature on 
a fixed baRis. During tbat time sur¬ 
names became gen-ns I throughout tbe 
British Isles except In Wales, in some 
parts of which they are unknown to 
this day. 

Surnames are now general lu all 
civilised countries. I believe, except 
Turkey. In Englaud alone there are 
from 40,000 to 00.000 existing sur¬ 
names. 

Surnames have been drawn from ev¬ 
ery available source—persona! names, 
location, occupation, deed* of prowess, 
mental, moral and pbyaJrfel attributes, 
terms of relationship, tbe hnman body, 
farm and household articles, buildings, 
foods sud drinks, modes of travel na¬ 
tion* and taw*, customs aud religions, 
geographical terms, weather aud sea¬ 
sons, month* and days; measures and 
values, the Joys and Ills of life, the 
1 animal mineral and vegetable king¬ 
dom and even from the kingdom of 
heaven. The use of nicknames and 
compound terms gave an almost In¬ 
exhaustible source. Even oaths be¬ 
came embodied, as In Fardoe. from par 
Dion. 

In most countries It Is customary 
for tbe wife to take her husband'* 
name, but in some European countries 
It is not unusual for tbe husbaa^ to 
append tbe wtfe l s name, particularly 
wlieu it Is more honorable than bis 
owu. Hyphenated names and tbe 
wife’s retention of her maiden name 
for a middle name are customs grow¬ 
ing !u favor in tbe United States end 
Great Britain.

Diminutive and otbef affixes served 
an Important part In the origin of sur- 
, uames from personal names. Tbe An¬ 
glo-Saxon "kin” aud •’cock” and "Ing” 
are represented In Jenkins, “little 
John;” Hitchcock, “little Richard." 
■n uc] Browning, “little Brown;” the 
"Norman "ot" and “et." In Eliot. “little 
Ellas." and Emmet, "little Emma" 
fsometlme* “lot" and "let;" Hamlet, 
"little Hnmon "j; the French “on" aud 
“eu" In Marlon and Dlekeus.
